How George Myers Was Killed by 
Pat Devanney. 


Ineffectual Attempt to Hush Up the Hom- 
icide—The Coroner’s Singu- 
lar Conduct. 


A prisoner named George Myers was mur- 
dered by a guard at the Work house some 
three days since, and after an unsuccessfu 
attemptto husb up the whole matter the 
Coroner late yesterday evening reported the 
case to Capt. Fruchte and bad the murderer, 


a man named Devanney, arrested 
and = held for the crime. W hat 
reason can be given for this 


remarkable attempt to cover up the bomicids 
fe pot yet known. Thestory is a short one, 
and gives a glimpse of the systematic brutality 
With which the prisoners in the Work-house 
are treated. On Wednesday morning a gane 
of prisoners, of whom the dead man, George 
Myers, was one, Was called off to work on 


Wyoming street near Grand avenue. 
The prisoners were entirely unarmed, 
aud could not resist the guards, 


who are not clotued with any right to punish 
the convicts. Devanney, not liking the man- 
nerin shich Myers was bandiing his shovel. 
jumped from the fence where he was sitting 
and, coming rapidly to the place where he 
Was standing, struck Myers on the head withn 


the barrel of his gun, kKnecking him 
senseless and then -eaving bim te lie 
without any assistance for two hours, 


wheo he was picked up by the dinner wagon 
and taken tothe Work-bense. At9’elock 
Thursday morni:g he died. Every effort was 
made to shield Devanney from the conse- 
quences of his crime and It Was oniy ‘ate last 
night that the Coroner saw fii to notify the 
police.

MR. TOM CULKIN, 


the clerk of the Work-house, stated 
to a Post-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning the circumstances that sur- 


rounded the killing of Meyers. 

“Myers was sitting ona fence,’ he said, 
“surrounded by agang Of prisoners, all en- 
gaged in an undertone conversation that De- 
vanney did not like. He ordered the men to 
move off, all of whom obeyed 
but Myers, who had become _ apparentiy 
incensed because Devanney had cailed him 
‘Dutehy.’? Devanney then ordered him to 
get off the fence and come to him, which 
command he finally obeyed, He 
then spoke a few words to 
him, remarking thatin the future he would 
keep his eye ov him, atthe same time turn- 
ing on his heel and starting away. At this 
moment Devanney ciaims that Myers, who 
held a sbovel in his hands, made some 
suspicious move. Devanney tmmediately 
turned aud struck Myers over the bead with 
the barrel of the gun, which felled him to the 
ground.” 

“Why was the wounded man not immedi- 
ately removed to some place where medical 
attention could have been procured?” 

‘‘Devabney claims that he was not aware 
thet the man was badly hurt.’’ 

“In what light has Devanney hitherto been 
looked upon by the Work-house ¢fficials?’? 

“As the best and kindest-hearted guard in 
the institution. He was an extremely de- 
vout Catholic, and said his prayers three 
times a day, no matter where he might be. 
He had just said a lengthy prayer when he 
struck the blow that proved fatal.” 

When Devanney first received the informa- 
tion that his victim was dying, which was 
Wednesday evening late, he went over the 


Franciscan Brothers’ Hospital, and with 
them joined in a prayer that his 
life might be saved. He then went 


home and with his wife prayed all night for 
the recovery of Myers. Mr. Culkin was ask- 
ed if Devanney had not grossly transgressed 
the rules of the institution when he struck 
Myers upon the slight provocation that he 
did. 

“He certainly had,” replied Mr. Culkin, 
‘¢as the guards had special orders to inflict 
no corporal punishment whatever on prison- 
ers. The only grounds upon which he would 
have been justified in the act was where his 
own life was in imminent danger. 

THE RULE, 
where a prisoner has been ina slight way re- 
fractory when out engaged in work, isto re- 
port bim when the gang returns ip the even- 
ing tothe Work-house. Then, after supper, 
such punishment as is deemed proper is in- 
flicted. 

Superintendent Kunz, while he is very 
much annoyed by the seemingly barbarous 
act, intends to stand by Devanney and see 
that a fair. impartial investigation is made. 
He is very much surprised 
at bis guard’s action, and, having previously 
had complete confidence in him, thinks that 
there are facts in connection with the 
affair that have not yet been brought 
out. As the case now stands, it 
certainly presents every appearance of 
having be@n a cowardly, uncalied-for land 
unprovoked murder. Devanney has two chii- 
dren, and before being ‘emploved 
al the Work-house, with which 
institution he has been about one 
year, he was working on ore barges, 
unloading them for the different smelting 
works. Myers had been a petty thief around 
the city fer some years, but up to the last 
time, upon which he was sentenagd, he 


managed to elude the _ police. He 
also has a wife and two children 
whom he deserted two years ago. Since that 


time they have lived a variea life, at times 
cared for by some family and at others sleep- 
iug in sheds and outhouses. 
DEVANNEY WAS LOCKED UP 

in the cel) at the Work-house yesterday af- 
ternoon and to-day was transferred to Four 
Courts, where he wiil be hela to await the de- 
cision of the Prosecuting Attorney, to whom 
the Coroner will submit the facts and make 
application for a warrant.

Her Mysterious Lady Companion—What 
Mrs. James Says of Her 
Domestic Life. 


At 10 o’clock this morning there was an air 
ofimystery pervading the corridors of the 
Southern Hotel. The clerks consulted each 
other privately behind their several desks 
and manifested a fullness of information that 
staggered the wandering journalist who gazed 
at them. Their accustomed blankness 
of expression had suddenly given place to 
one of supreme and radiant wisdom, which 
permeated even the listless bystanders. In- 
quiry from the reporter elicited nothing, and 
so he gave himself up toacareful study of 
the register. The majority of names ap- 
peared in their usual order, but toward 
the bottom of the book were found the 
following signatures: “Rt. J. Haire, Kansas 
City; Miss Blake, Detroit; Mrs. W. Jay, Chi- 
cayo.’’? A sortof inspiration guided the re- 
porter to inquire if Mr. Haire was in, and at 
the mention of his name there was a signifi- 
cant glance between the clerks that indicated 
some! ning more than ordinary. 

“When he comes down stairs, “poimt him 
out to me,” said the reporter of the PosT- 
DISPATCH. 

In a few moments a tail, 
fine!y-developed gentleman appeared 
in the rotunda, and the journalist assuiled 
him for information concerning the ladies 
who accompanied him. The gentleman ad- 
mitted nothing, until the reporter had as- 
sured him that his identity was known and 
that an interview must be had with the ladies 
whom he attended. No names were mention- 
ed during the brief controversy with 
the reporter, but both under- 
stood each other, when Mr. Haire finally 
consented to prepare for an interview atl 
o’clock.

After shak- 
ing hands, the little girl retired to her 
mother’s side and declined all further over- 
tures toward an acquaintanceship. Mrs. 
James scarcely rose from her chair in ac- 
knowledging the introduction, and seemed 
to be quite ill. Sheis petitein figure, but ex- 
eeedivgly graceful in ali her movements. She

The Husband Compelled to Produce 
Her in Court. 


At the motion hour in Judge Lindley’s 
court this morning there was quite a gather- 
ing in anticipation of a hearing in regard to 
the novel application of Mrs. Jane Acton, an 


invalid wife, for a writ of habeas corpus re- 
moving her from the home and control of her 
husband. 

W ben the case was called the husband, an 
old man.of dogged determination in appear- 
ance and demeanor, stepped up to the bench 
and began to whisper to Judge Lindley. 

Jobn Ellis, appearing for tbe petitioner, 
asked that the statement be madein audible 
tones. 

The Court—This manis the husband. He 
suvs that his wife is too sick to be brought 
into court and he has not yet employed an at- 
torney to file a return or answer for him, 

Mr. Ellis—I can say for the two 
sons and the daughter that 
their mother can be brought here and 
they, who are now present in court, will un- 
dertake to bring her here if the court so or- 

TS. 

The Court—If the husband will undertake 
to bave her bere by 2 o’ciock I will adjourn 
the hearing until then. Mr. Acton, would 
you like to have the assistance of your chil- 
dren to bring your wife here? 

Mr. Acton—No.,. sir! I will not havetheir 
assistance inthe matter. I will bring her 
here myself. 

The Court—Well, then, do so, but she must 
be produced here promptly at 2 o’clock. 

When Judge Lindley resumed his seat after 
recess the husvand, Ed. Acton, Sr., came 
into court without his wife, but this time he 
was fortified with an attorney in the shape of 
Mr. L. D. Seward. That rentieman 
asked nave to file a return ofr 
answer to the writin beDalfof the busband. 

The court saidthat the husband was or- 
dered to produce the body of his wife in 
court at 2 o’clock. He had been offered the 
assistance of the children for that purpose and 
had declined it. She must be 
brought into court by the husband 
at once, otherwise the court would act sum- 
marily inthe matter. 

Mr. Seward submitted that the lady was in 
no condition to be broughtinto court. Her. 
life wou'd be endangered by it. He expected 
to file afiidavits to that effect. 

‘Mr. Ellis said that the lady was anxious to 
come, and the children were desirous of her 
doing so. As to the riskinthe matter, the 
husband could not be the judge. They were 
willing toassume the responsibility in any 


case. 
The Husbann—I am not willing to take such 
a responsibility, however. 
The return was filed after some further 
discussion, and Dr. Thomas O’Reiliy was 
called to the stand. He attended the lady for 


some years, aud was examined 
touching the rmsk of bringing her 


into court. The Doctor testified that Mrs, 
Acton had suffered from apopiexy once, and 
was ap invalid by reason of paraiysis in the 
lower limbs. The excitement attending re- 
movalto the Court-house might resuit in 
injury. The Doctor was examined at some 
length as to Whether the lady was in a condi- 
tion to come to court, and the case is still in 
progress.

The following condensed report of the 
present condition and prospects of the wheat 
crop has been made by R. 8. McCormick & 
Co. from returns made up by their numerous 
correspondents throughout the country. This 
report, as to the condition of winter wheat, 
is made up to April 25, 1882: 

Ulinois—-The most flattering reports are 


received as to the prospects in this S 
very few exceptions. Some complaint ts 


— 
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made on 2ccount ofa portion of the wheat 
being winter-killed or injured by the hich 
water, but these cases are so rare we feel 
safe in saying there has been no better pros- 
— in years than atthe present time for a 

ountiful yield. The acreage is five to seven 
per cent less than Jast vear and harvest can 
be expected from the 10th of June to Ist of 
July, depending on locality. 

Missouri— Answers to our inguiries in this 
State abound in such expressions as ‘*No. 1,” 
“excellent,’”’ ‘“*never better,’’ “very prom- 
ising,’? and “large crop,’’ leaving us at a loss 
to pick out any locality where there seems to 
be real cause for complaint. The acreage, 
we think, will be a little less than 1881, and 
harvesters at work from the 10th to the 2th 
of June. 

Indiana—Reports from this State are some- 
what conflicting, but, after careful examina- 
tion, we are led to believe the damaze is 
almost exclusively in the northern anid cen- 
tral counties, and even there of no very se- 
rious nature, say 10 to 20 per cent. Asa 
whole, the outlook is very flattering, Some 
increase is shown in acreage. Harvest is ex- 
pected in the northern portion about June 
oe and in the southern about the 10tb t 

v°D. 

Ohio—More or less complaint is? heard 
from nearly the entire State as to the damage 
by frost, and in some localities by the **fly.”

A Perilous Veyage. 
Halifax Special to Chicago Times. 

During the past few months there have been 
many stories of narrow escapes from destruc- 
tion of shipping and loss of life in immense 
ice fields gathered anout the Newfound!and 
coast, but the account given by Capt. Way, of 
the steamer Mark Lane, which arrived here 
to-day. of the great dangers through which 
his ship passed whiie in that locality has not 
heretofore been equaled. Tne Mark Lane left 
Dundee, Scotiand, thirty-six days ago for 
Philadelphia, with a full cargo of potatoes. 
The commencement of her voyage 
was very stormy and dangerous, fierce 
westerly rales raging almost .con- 
tinuous!y and mountainous seas often 
washing overthe ship. Nodamage was re- 
ceived, but the ship’s progre-s was,of course, 
slow, and she had been overtwo weeks out 
before she got in the vicinity of Newfound: 
land. ‘Three weeks ago ice was sighted, ana 
every effort made to keep awayfrom it, but 
without success, and the steamer was soon in 
the midst of a vast field,with very slicht pros- 
pect of anearly escape. From then until 
jast Monday, though clear water would some- 
times be reached fora short time, ice was 
never lost sight of. Hundreds of icebergs, 
some of tremendous size, were seen, and so 
close did they come at times that it was 
thought that the ship and those on board 
would be crushed between them. 

Last Friday and Saturday, the two days 
when the ship Wasin the greatest danger, a 
violent gale from the westward caused ber to 
be pitched and Knocked about terribly, and it 
was feared that land would never be reached. 
Shortly after getting into the ice the coal on 
board had given out, and attempts were 
made togetinto St. Johns and Louisburg, 
Cape Breton, but unsuccessfully. All the 
wood available was then burned, and at last 
the shifting boards had to be cut away and 
even the maintopmast broken up to make 
firewood.

INDIANA JUSTICE. 


A Mob Hangs a Man Who Has Been 
Declared Innocent. 
Greensburg Special to Chicago Times. 

The second terrible act connected with the 
murder of John M. Walton, near St. Paul,this 
county, last January, was the hanging of O. 
M. Garrett by a mob at the jail, at 2 o’clock 
this morning. He, Mrs. Walton and Aaron 
Frazier were charged as accomplices in the 
murder. Garrett took a change of venue and 
was tried last month at Vernon and acquit- 
ted. Indignation at the verdict was universal. 
He was, however, re-arrested on the charge 
of arson and returned to jail here and ge 
in an apartment by  himsel to 
prevent conversation with either of the 
other two, who are also in separate apart- 
ments. At half-past one this Morning, Wil- 
liam Toothman, the jailer, was aroused by 
the ringing of the door-bell to the residence 
part of the jail, which is in front of the cells. 
There he was met by several men, who de- 
manded the keys. They threwa rope about 
his neck and led him upstairs to Garrett’s 
cell. A sledge-hammer was used, and the 
door soon opened. Garrett knocked down 
the first man witha chair, but was soon over- 
powered and dragged down-stairs on his face, 
hneadforemos!. Inthe hall below a rope was 

ut around his neck, and three men pulled 
fim to the door, while a fourth stood upon 
the prostrate body ef their victim. Three 
men guarded the jailer and his wife under 
the eover of weapons until the mob had‘com- 
pleted its work. After reaching the door the 
four carried the almost lifeless man to the 
pavement in front. One then ciimbed the 
tree, threw the rope over a limb, and the body 
was hauled up and left swinging within 
one square of the Court-house, and on a 
principal street of this quiet and usuaily 
law-abiding little city. A man named Peck 
witnessed it all from his room in the sece 
ond story of the jailer’s residence, but was 
afraid to raisea cry of alarm. ‘he mob de- 
parted in good orderin the direction of St. 
Paul, baving left their horses in a wood one 
mile and a haif from town, where at least one 
hundred had been hitched, indicating that 
tbe mob was large and formidable. The 
bad sentinels placed at the fire-alarm bell 
and other prominent parts of the town to pre- 
vent interruption. A card attached to the 
bocdv read: 

“Fiat justitia ruat celum.’?’ Gone to meet 
Jesse, Decatur sends greeting to Jennings. 

No one was ever hanged by iawin Decatur 
county, and this is the first mob to do its 
deadly work. The body lay in the corridor 
of the jail all day, and thousands of persons 
passed through to look at the bruised and 
ghastly face. Nothing was said to lead to the 
apprehension of the mob, but Garrett cried, 
as thev dragged him down: ‘*‘I know you.” 
The Coroner held an inquest this afternoon. 
To-morrow the body will be buried, 
the dead man’s family having assumed 
control of it. Aaron Frazier, the 
colored man who shot Walton that Garrett 
and Mrs. Walton might continue their illicit 
love, is quaking with fear, and says he was 
certain they were after him, and was greatly 
relieved when the mob departed. Mrs. Wal- 
ton paces the corridor of the jail constantly 
to-day, feeling, no doubt, that if justice does 
niiscarry in her case before a jury, the same 
fate may bein store for her. The court met 
to-day, and she will either be tried soon or go 
elsewhere on achange of venue. When tie 
ease for arson against Garrett was called to- 
day, the State’s Attorney gravely stated that 
he was answering to a higher court. The 
people generally deplore the presence of the 
mobin the city, but many are heard to say 
that Garrett meta richlv-deserved fate. He, 
however, died game, as he had always lived. 


Patti's Re-Engagement. 
New York Special to Chicago Times. 

It appears to be definitely settied that Patti 
wiil sing in Itatian opera in this city next sea- 
son, as the principal artist of Col. Maplexon’s 
troupe. Negotiations were bevun between 
Col. Mapleson and Mme. Patti soon after 
the singer’s arrival inthis country, but the 

reliminaries were not fully arranged when 
me. Patti returned to Europe, and Mr, 
Franchi, her agent, remained here for some 


}time afterward to represent her in the nego- 


tiations. The director of the opera was to 
deposit $42,000 asa guarantee, to be paid to 
the singer at the opening ofthe season in 
October, and to bind himself by contract to 
pay, it is said, $4,400 a night for her services. 
A reporter called to-day upons gentleman 
who is intimately connected with the matter, 
and was told by him that Col. Mapleson had 
successfully terminated the negotiations. 
**To mee! the additional expenses of the sea- 
son entailed by the engagement of Mme. 
Patti,’ said this gentleman, “it became 
necessary for Col. Mapleson first to raise the 
$42,000 to be deposited, and, secondly, to in- 
crease the price of seats, and to propose to 
the stockholders that they should bear a pro- 
portion of the extra expense, either by pay- 
ing something like haif price for their free 
seats or consenting to relinquish them on 
certain nights in each week. The $42,000 
was raised by subscription among the siuck- 
holders and persons interested in opera, The 
principal subscribers are Mr. August Bel- 
mont, Pierre Lorillard, W. B. Dinsmore, 
James R. Keene, T. B. Musgrave, and Fred- 
eric E. Gilbert.’”? 

‘**Are these subscriptions gifts or loans?’ 

‘Loans, of course; and they are to be paid 
out of the first proceeds of the saie of boxes 
and seats. Col. Mapleson proposes to charge 
$10 fora box seat, and, ashe has at bis dis- 
posal for sale thirty boxes with from four to 
six seats each, be will get,therefore, from 
this source alone, at least $1,200 per night, or, 
for the thirty Patti nights, $36,000. It is 
plain, therefore, that the gentlemen who ad- 
vance this money are amply secured. Be- 
sides, Col. Mapleson has already sold the 
Patti season of three nights in Cincinnati for 
$24,000, and he also has guarantees from Mr. 
Tyson and Mr. Rullman, the two largest 
ticket speculators in the world. that they 
will take together over $50,000 worth of 
tickets, or something like $25,000 worth 
aplece.’’

THE DEAD PHILOSOPHER. 
RALPH WALDO EMERSON was born in Bos- 
ton, May 25, 1803; his father, Rev. WILLIAM 
EMERSON, being at the time pastor of the 
First Church in that city. For eight genera- 
tions, beginning with an ancestor who was 
one of the founders of Concord, Mass., there 
has been a clergyman either on the paternal 
or maternal side of the family; but the 
priestly succession is likely to stop with the 
most illustrious holder of the sacred office. 
Receiving the usual preliminary education at 
the public schools,,he entered Harvard in 
1817, and was graduated in 1821. He seems 
not to have particularly distinguished him- 


and obtaining perhaps his most valuable cul- 
ture from diligent and widely-extended read- 
ing in the college library. Five years were 
well spent in teaching school, and in 1826 he 
was licensed to preach. Owing to feeble 
health he did not regularly enter the pulpit 
until 1829, when he became the colleague 
of HENRY WARE, at the Second Unitarian 
Church in Boston. His term of service 


was short as, in 1832, he asked for 
and received dismission on account 
of radical differences between _—i the 


church and himself in regard to. the pe- 
culiar nature and benefits of the Lord’s Sup- 
per. From that time forth he held aloof 
from all ecclesiastical organizations, though 
illustrating in his life and writings a religion 
of the purest and highest type. After spend- 
ing a year in Europe, he entered the lecture 
fieid, which was never abandoned until quite 
recently, when the infirmities of age com- 
pelied retirement. In 1835 he removed to 
Concord, where he has ever since resided, 
and where he gradually drew around hima 
small company of kindred spirits, and there- 
by became, unintentionally, the founder of 
what is now known as the Concord School of 
Philosophy. “The New England transcend- 
entalists,’? asthey were called, established 
the Dial, a quarterly journal, in 1840; Mar- 
GARET FULLER, the most brilliant woman 
America has yet produced, being the editor 
for the first two years, and Mr. EMERSON 
for the remaining two. The assistant con- 
tributors were A. B. ALCOTT, WILLIAM H. 
CHANNING, THEODORE PARKER, GEORGE 
RIPLEY and others who have since made 
their mark in various departments of intel- 
lectual labor. EMERSON’s first published 
work was “Nature,” which appeared in 
1836. It attracted considerable attention 
abroad as well as at home, and one of the 
greatest English scientific men now liy- 
ing attributes the original impulse which 
made him such to a copy of this book, 
picked up at a street stall. The first series of 
the now famous ‘‘Essays’? was printed in 
1841, and the second in 1844, and these indi- 
cated more detinitely and decisively than 
anything which had preceded them the views 
since asseciated with the author. A volume 
of poems was published in 1846, ‘*Represent- 
ative Men’’ in 1850, and “‘English Traits” in 
1856. The rest of his works need not be par-

ticularized, noris it necessary to trace fur- 
ther the record of a busy, vet quiet and un- 
eventful, life; a life ‘‘full rounded to its 
close” and blessed throughout by a serene 
happiness in all its relations and surround- 
ings such as seldom falls to the lot of man. 

In biographical dictionaries Mr. EMERSON 
issetdown as a “poet and essayist,’’ and 
probably this descriptive designation is best 
suited to his characteristic modesty. But, 
properly speaking,he was a Philosopher, and 
is so regarded both in his own country and in 
Europe. Poem: and essays are common 
enough, but his are uncommon in this: that 
they are essentially philosophical in tone, 
tendency and purpose. To read them as we 
read the ordinary poem and essay is worse 
than a waste of time. They are utterly unin- 
telligible to such reading, and, there- 
fore, to the vast majority of readers, 
are penance rather than pleasure. When 
the first series of essays appeared some one 
asked JEREMIAH MASON, the leading New 
England lawyer of his day, what he thought 
of them. “I cannot understand them,” he 
said, **but my daughters can.’ Which only 
showed that the duughters had more of the 
transcendental element in their composition 
than the father. EMERSON was a philosopher 
without asystem. Helaid down no canons 
of belief and was as far removed from every 
species of dogmatism as from orthodoxy. It 
is impossible to tell, even after the most care- 
ful study of his books, precisely what he be- 
lieved on any of the great fundamental ques- 
tions pertaining to human existence. He 
was a free-thinkerin the broadest ahd best 
sense, wearing no yoke and imposing none. 
Recognizing the limitations of the finite in- 
teliect, be never attempts to solvé the eternal 
enigmas. He speculates upon them, but 
never urges his speculations as solutions. In 
dealing with these subjects he suggests much, 
affirms little. He intimates with sufficient 
clearness whatjhas satisfied him, but never 
hints thatit oughtto satisfy anybody else. 
God and immortality are ever-present and 
all-embracing facts to bim, but he has no} 
harsh words for those who cannot accept 
them. In his estimation creed is nothing, 
conduct everything. Dr. Carrp’s definition 
of religion, ‘‘the art of being and do- 
ing good,” is exact enough for him. 
Indeed he touches religion and the vexed 
probiems connected therewith only incident-

knew him jong and intimately says, ‘tbe per- 
ception and sentiment of beauty. So strong 
is this that he accepts nothing in life that is 
morbid, uncomely, haggard or ghastly. The 
fact that an opinion depresses, instead of in- 
vigorating, is with him a sufficient reason for 
its rejection. His observation, his wit, his 


reason, his imagiaation, his stylé, all 
obey the controlling sense of beauty, 
which is a tthe heart of his nature, 


and instinctively avoid the ugly and the 
base.” Though an idealist, he is often ex- 
ceedingly practical,and a great deal of world- 
ly, a8 weil as unworldly, wisdom can be 
gleaned from his writings. He saw men and 
things with wide-open eyes and was able to 
tell what he saw in sharp, sententious lan- 
guage. His style is remarkable, but just 
such as might be expected from such a mind. 
There is none of what journalists cail ‘* pad- 
| ding,’ and no journalist ever had a finer 
faculty for ‘boiling down.” He isso. full of 
meat that a single sentence will furnish 
material fora sermon or lecture. It is said 
he had a habit of jotting down a happy 
thought whenever and wherever it oc- 
curred to him, and these memoranda 
were duly .filed away, each in its 
proper pizeon-hole. When ready to write on 
a certain subject the pigeon-hole pertaining 
to that subject was emptied and the contents 
used very much as they were originally pre- 
pared. The consequence was the abruptness 
and disjointedness so noticeable in his books. 
He is the very last author to be safely 
“skipped.” Every word must beread and 
inwardly digested, else much will be lost. He 
writes for thinkers—not for readers only. 
EMERSON never has been, and is never likely 
to be, very popular. He addresses the few, 
not the many, but his influence must not be 
estimated by the size of his audience. He 
has, directly and indirectly, affected Ameri- 
can thought more deeply during the last forty 
years than any other American writer, and 
the moral and intellectual forces he has set in 
motion will not stop short at his grave. 


BURR AND HIS DAUGHTER. 

According to a very interesting article in 
Lippincott’s Magazine, there are now living, 
in a secluded part of Staten Island, two ola 
ladies who knew AARON BURR intimately 
during the last three months of his eventful 
and unfortunate life. They are the daughters 
of DANIEL WINANT, Who at the time (1836) 
was the proprietor of the Port Richmond 
Hotel, Staten Isiand, to which BURR was 
brought by his relative, Judge EDWARDS, 
after the paralytic stroke that finally caused 
his death. They assisted in waiting upon 
him and brightened his lonely hours with 
their cheerful company. But, they say, he 
bad no lack of agreeable society, for *‘there 
wus a nameless charm about him which con- 
tinued tothe end;” and this drew te the bed- 
side of the helpless octogenarian the wives of 
naval officers stopping at the hotel, and one 
young lady—Miss ABBY B.—was always 
more than willing to leave the circle of beaux 
to read and talktohim. “His conversation 
was always vivacious and instructive; the 
tones of his voice, low and melodious» 
thrilled one, while his expressive dark 
eyes added to the charm of his speech. 
The widow of Gen. HAMILTON and her 
daughter were stopping on the island, and so 
often rode past the house, apparently for a 
purpose, that Col. BURR at last noticed them 
and inquired who they were.

THE recent Indian outbreak in Arizona is 
another instance of the fact that whenever 
an Indian has anything which a white man 
wants the Indian must give it up and 
get out of the way. It is now more 
than a year since extensive deposits of 
coal were found in the White Mountain 
Indian reservation in Arizona. The reser- 
vation was rapidly inundated with min- 
ers and prospectors and it was with the 
utmost difficulty that the Territory was clear- 
ed ofthe intruders. Attempt after attempt 
was made by outsiders to secure control of 
the mines, and the agent at last secured the 
consent of the Indiansto the execution of a 
lease which places in the hands of one man 
for a term of fifty years all the coal and min- 
eral lands on the reservation fora royalty in 
eash. This case was disapproved by 
the Interior Department, and it was 
proposed to remove the Indians from 
the reservation, but to this they 
stoutly objected. Five times in the last ten 
years the reservation has been reduced in size, 
until the present area is but 2,500,000 acres, 
but only 1,600 acres are tillable. On this there 
are 4,578 Apaches, including the Chiricahuas, 
who are on-the war path. The outbreak was 
directly caused by the effort to drive the In- 
dians away and seize the coal. The Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs has suggested 
the enactment of a law authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to lease the lands to the 
highest bidder to realize the $300,000 per an- 
num which these Indians cost the Govern- 
ment. Naturally the Indians are at war. 
Their property has been wrested from them, 
and as long as they have rifles in their hands 
they will not submit to the wholesale robbery 
which is being perpetrated upon them.

CHECKED BY THE COURT. 


Frivolous and Flimsy Pretexts for 
Divorce—A Wife’s Case Dismissed. 


The public will remember the trial of a 
contested divorce case before Judge Thayer 
recently in which Mrs. Ida Henry figured as 
the plaintiff against her husband, Edward 
Henry. The case received more than & 
passing notice on account of the peculiar fea- 
tures developed in the testimony and chiefly 
by reason of a pathetic letter introduced by 


A. J. P. Garesche in behalf of the husband, 
ad dressed to the wife, which revealed much 
of the better side of nature. There 
was somewhat of the mother-in-law 
element iu the suit, the evidence presenting 
a case of a young woman who clung to her 
mother with all the devotion of girlhood, 
giving the second place in her affections to 
her husband and children. Judge Thayer 
very carefully ,reviewed the testimony, and, 
after taking the matter under advisement, 
has reached a conclusion, giving ar opinion 
showing his reasons therefor. The court 
states that at the trial it thought the wife’s 
right toa decree was extremely doubtful, 
and it is now satisfied that she is not entitled 
toadivorce. Indignities tothe person, not 
blows or personal assaults, but words ad- 
dressed to the wife on four or five occasions. 
during a period of‘seven years, furnished the 
foundation for the action. The wife admitted 
that her husband was temperate, industrious 
and quite ambitious to get on in the world and 
accumulate means for the support and educa- 
tion of bis family. The court finds that the 
husband entertained more than an ordinary 
affection for his children and for his wife. 
Says Judge Thayer: ‘*‘In brief the wife seems 
to have no cause of complaint against 
her husband except that he _ is 
quicktempered, and that, on three or four 
occasions, laboring under excitement pro- 
duced by heated discussions about money 
matters,he has accused his wife of taking his 
money. He once accused her of being the 
cause of the death of their younger child. It 
can not be said that a charge 
of this kind would authorize the 
wife to break up the family and seek redress 
ina divorce suit. These parties have lived 
together for years. On several occasions 
small sums of money have disappeared from 
the cash-box. It migat have been lost or it 
might have been used bv the wife for some 
necessary family expense. The husband 
accused the wife of __ takin the 
money. It was spoken in anger, but it made 
no very deep impression and was soon for- 
given. Ou one oecasion Mrs. Henry, in vio- 
lation of her husband’s wishes, went to visit 
her mother at Springfield, Lil. The child 
there contracted a contagious disease and 
died. The husband charged the wife with 
putting the child’s life in peril 
by taking it to a place where it was exposed 
to contagion. The husband admitted that in 
a fit of anger he sald to Lis wife “You 
murdered the child.’’ The husband meant 
no more than that his wife had thought- 
lessiy exposed his child to dan- 
ger, Putting all the various indignities 
complained of together and contrasting them 
with §the various good points of the hus- 
band’s ecbaracter, sobriety, industry, affection 
aud correct deportment toward his fellow- 
men, [think Mrs. Henry has failed to make 
out the case. It is no ground for a divorce that 
the husband basa quick and violent temper.

And Arthur, 
knowing nothing of their love, married her 
and reverenced her as the purest and fairest 
of his realm. But Guinevere despised the 
blameless King, and by her disloyal lite 
and evil example brought confusion 
on the Round Table, so that Modred, the 
King’s nephew, revolted against him, and 
joining with the heathen, defeated him in a 
bloody battle at Comlan in Cornwall. The 
King, being wounded, had himself conveyed 
to the sea shore.

The Father ofa Thousand Children. 
From the London Globe. 


An old man has just died in Vienna whose 


name deserves to be chronicled inall lands 
for the singular goodness of his life. Ferdi- 
nand Reidt has been known in his own city 
as **the Father of the Orphans’’ for nearly 
halfacentury, He was a man of considera- 
ble means, and was happily married, but it 
wasa great grief tohim and bis wife that 
they continued to be childless. Herr Reidt 
said to his wife: ‘*Since we are not to have 
children of our own, can we not be parents to 
some of those who are fatherless and mother- 
less?’ He was a man of action, and began 
at once to carry his conception into practice, 
He commenced with taking fatherly charge 
of two or three orphans, but his zeal and re- 
pute increased to such an extent that at the 
time of his death he was the legal guardian 
of more than a thousand fatherless children. 
Those whem he adopted in this manner were 
not fitfully taken upand then let drop, but 
he kept conscientious watch and ward over 
them from their early education until their 


marriage or their start in adult life atthe: 


close of their apprenticeship. He never 
sought fame or publicity, and took no credit 
to himseif for his devotion to those who had 
no natural claim upon him. Now that he is 
departed, however, every one speaks of his 
singular life, its quietness, and yet restless 
energy, its conscientiousness and severe 
fidelity to his self-imposed obligations. He 
began by asking as a favor to be accepted as the 
“honorary guardian” of two or three or- 
phans, and the calling which he had thus 
taken up for his own satisfaction, as he put 
it, wasin time regarded by many of his fei- 
low citizens as a sort of official occupation 
which he was bound to fulfil. Herr Reidt 
had an especial tenderness towards illegiti- 
mate children who from no fault of their 
own started life under a heavy shadow. His 
courage was equal to his tenderness. When 
he could discover the father of anillegiti- 
mate child, he would seek the man out and 
deal plainly with aim as to the duty which 
he had incurred by his sin. In this way he 
often compelled fathers to look after their 
own children, who would otherwise have fal- 
len under the hard discipline of the officia) 
guardians of such unweicome additions to 
the population.

Mr. Jos. Coppin, an old pioneer of this vic- 
inity, who has resided inthis city for a num- 
ber of years, has piaced for safe keeping at 
the uudertaking establishment of Pye & Er- 
schnel!, Newport, a burial case which he terms 
the “Great American Coftin,’’ designed ana 
built by himself, and intended a3 a receptacle 
for his body after death. Itisinclosed ina 
heavy pine box which has been stained a jet 
black. ‘The case is made of beavy American 
pine boards of an iach thickness and is so 
eoustructed a3 to have a heavy base, eight 
panels, one at each end, and three on either 
side, anda heavy top ledge, all of which are 
appropriately painted, the base being red, the 
panels white, and thetop ledge blue, The 
lid of this curiously coygstructed case is en- 
tirely covered with the’ stars and stripes. 
Near the head ofitis placed a daguerreotype 
of the intended oceupant, covered witha 
miniature American flag, which has to be 
lifted when a View of the picture is desired. 
It is evidently the old gentieman’s wish that 
his face and form shail not be exposed to 
view when once his body is placed in the case, 
but that his friends and reiatives content 
themselves with a view of his counterfeit 
presentment. He has had placed in his fu- 
ture resting place, at the bottom and sides, 
the shavings fromthe boards of which it is 
made, well covered with cotton atting. 
With him will be buried the second teeth 
that he has from timeto time had to drop 
trom his mouth, which he has carefully 
saved, and also a lock of bair of his first 
sweetheart. Mr. Coppinis now ninety-five 
vears of age, and from his appearance one 
wou!d judge that it will be some years before 
the product of bis handiwork will be called 
into requisition.

The effect was salutary and to-day F. does 
not feei much the worse for his voluntary and 
dangerous display of laughing.

The merits of Col. Flad’s street sprinkler 
will be given anj exhausting test during the 
The sprinkleris Flad’s own 
invention and its history illustratess beauti- 
fiiiiy the almost unlimited force vested in the 
President of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments oy our present charter. The total cost 
of the machine wasinthe neighborhood of 
$780, allof which sum was paid by the city. 
It has taken over two years to brivg the in- 
vention to a perfected shape, and during the 
whole of this period Col. Flad used the city’s 
money, fire-plugs and water without cost to 
himself. That the experiment bids fair to be 
a success in its way is an excellent thing for 
the city, since otherwise the city treasury 
would be minus the $780 paid out forthe 
con-tructioa and repairs of the machine, and 
also the cost of the water which was ex- 
peoded in the numerous trials which it had 
before if was pronounced capable of earning 
itz own living, so tospeak. It does not ap- 
pear that the Municipal Assembly ever spe- 
cifically authorized the expenditure of the 
“hove menironed sum of money, 
or tbe use of fire-plugs and accompany- 
ing expenditure of water therefrom 
during the past two years; in fact it will 
doubtless be news tothe Assembly to learn 
that the machine represents such a sum of 
money.
